SAIGON (AP) — Enemy forces destroyed 
a large part of Cambodia's fuel supply today 
in an attack on the outskirts of Phnom Penh 
and dealt a sharp blow to a base in South 
Vietnam

Diplomatic informants in the Cambodian 
capital reported that as much as 40 per cent 
of the nation’s available fuel stocks may 
have been lost. They gave this figure after 
consultations with oil company officials, but 
added it was only an estimate. Earlier 
reports said about two-thirds of the supply 
was gone. 
Apparently slipping in on boats across 
marshlands, about 30 enemy troops hit the 
fuel tank farm at Phnom Penh with rockets 
that set fire to millions of gallons of gasoline 
and oil in 15 tanks, owned by Esso and Shell.

need to be made, because if you watch your 
students all the time, you don’t allow them 
to develop self-confidence and initiative ” 
Walters’ success in teaching is illustrated 
by the fact that over a two-year period, his 
students have built and installed a central 
heating and cooling unit in the building they 
occupy. 
Much emphasis is put on safety, because a 
good deal of the students’ time in most 
technical areas is spent in contact with 
machinery, electrical apparatus and other 
equipment. 
Eugene Dowling, retired navy electronics 
instructor, said, “ Le t’s face it, the younger 
generation is where everything is. That’s why 
I chose to teach. When a man retires from 
the military, he has two choices - he can 
enter 
private 
industry, 
or 
he 
can 
do 
something he really enjoys doing - and I 
enjoy teaching. 
“ There’s something else, too. I ’ve seen 
quite a few vocational schools, but this is 
one of the best! 
“ Flexibility is one key to good results,” 
Robert Rosenquist said. A drafting design 
instructor, Rosenquist leaned on a suitcase 
full of lesson plans. “ I don’t think I ’ve ever 
taught the course the same way twice. By 
doing this, you move with the students and 
allow them to learn at their own pace. I ’ll 
tell you, people have thought for so long 
that vocational school is a snap, but I doubt

that a lot of those people could paae aome of 
our exama. You need to have an aptitude for 
vocational study. 
“ That’s why I don’t think the community 
realizes what it’a got in this school. 1 don’t 
really think that aome of the academic 
teachers realize it." 
Vocational classes are two and one half 
hours long, but student interest rarely wan«. 
E x cep t 
for 16-minute breaks, they are 
attentive and quiet. 
“ We can attribute thia to several things,” 
Gerald Jackson, vocational achool director, 
commented. “ First of all, our student* are 
pretty carefully screened by counselors and 
teachers. Second, they are taking courses 
that they really want to atudy. Most of them 
will continue study in their job fields - make 
it their life’s work, or they may use their 
skills to work through college.” 
Among 
several 
pilot 
programs 
or 
vocational 
school 
firsts 
implemented 
in 
Sikeston is a pre vocational course offered to 
sophomore 
students. 
Designed 
as 
an 
introduction to vocational study, it allows 
them to spend three weeks in each area. Thia 
exposure serve* a two-fold purpose - the 
student* 
are 
evaluated 
for 
ability 
and 
aptitude and they, in turn, can make a more 
nearly valid judgment in selecting curriculum 
for their junior and senior years. 
Success of pre vo study, as it is called, and 
actual vocational offerings may be evaluated 
by the decrease in number of dropouts from 
nine per cent in 1959 and I960 to 6.7 per 
cent after the vocational program started. 
Statistics on both high school and adult 
students show a high rate of job placement, 
but 
health 
service 
training, 
under 
the 
supervision of Mrs. Clare Eisenbach, has the 
distinction of putting as much as 100 per 
cent of a giaduating class in the labor force. 
Mrs. Eisenbach, a human dynamo, full of 
facts, statistics, new ideas and enthusiasm, 
said of the health service curriculum, “ Just 
like Topsy, it grew! It was one of the first in 
the vocational school. 
It started because 
hospitals were crying for qualified personnel 
-• in every area of health service.” 
Since the first 12 pratical nurses graduated 
in June of 1963, classes for nurse aides,

several in-service or upgrade programs have 
been completed by more than 700 adults. 
Another

program,

Career 
Ladder, which allows nurse aides with one or 
more years’ experience to complete practical 
nurses' training in nine months, has been 
added to the curriculum. 
Figures over a four year period - 1966 
through 1970 - compiled by Roy Brown, 
high school placement officer, indicate that 
47 
per 
cent 
of the 
graduating seniors 
enrolled 
in 
trade 
and 
industrial courses 
found employment in their training fields or 
related skills. 
Additional facts and statistics about the 
vocational school show that 86 per cent of 
2,000 or more Manpower trainees since 1963 
have entered the labor market; in 1970, 500 
high 
school 
students 
and 
1,500 
adults 
attended classes each day in the combined 
vocational areas; the high school training 
facility is in use from 7:30 a. m. until 10:30 
p. m., five days per week; in 1970, about 46 
per cent of the total junior and senior high 
school students were enrolled in vocational 
training; with a staff of more than 70 
instructors 
and 
administrators, 
the 
1971 
budget reveals $250,000 allocated for high 
school instructor salaries, about $50,000 for 
equipment 
and

Nor is T ito’s regime nearly as bad as the regime in 
North Vietnam, which compares with North Korea and 
Communist China for its savagery. 
Not to be outdone, John K. Fairbank com es along 
in the New York Times advocating “autonomy" for 
Taiwan 
“under the sovereignty of Peking.* 
Can 
anyone imagine how much autonomy Taiwan would 
have if Peking had sovereignty over it? 
Is it because Professor Fairbank, who is head of the 
Department of Asian Studies at Harvard, failed to use a 
dictionary that he makes such blunders? No, the good 
Professor knows what he is doing. After all, he was arm 
in arm with Owen Lattimore 30 years ago, convincing 
the State Department, and the New York Times, that 
Mao was not a Communist. 
Robert Morris, who was chief counsel for the Seante 
Internal Security Subcommittee at the time, recalled 
recently that the comm ittee had a difficult time

Another pro-Communist in those days was John P. 
Davies who was dropped from the State Department 
for his pro-Maoist views.

“ Flexibility is one key to good results,” 
Robert Rosenquist said. A drafting design 
instructor, Rosenquist leaned on a suitcase 
full of lesson plans. “ I do n’t think I ’ve ever 
taught the course the same way twice. By 
doing this, you move with the students and 
allow them to learn at their own pace. I ’ll

"T h a t’s why 1 do n’t think the com m unity 
realise* what it’a got in thla school. I do n’t 
really think 
that aome o f the academic 
teacher* realize it," 
Vocational claaaea are two and one half 
houra long, but student interest rarely wane*. 
E x c e p t 
for IIS minute breaks, 
they are 
attentive and quiet. 
“ We can attribute this to several things,” 
Gerald Jackson, vocational school director, 
commented. "F irs t of all, our studenta are 
pretty carefully screened by counselors and 
teachers. Second, they are taking courses 
that they really want to study Most of them 
will continue study in their job fields - make 
it their life’s work, or they may use their 
skills to work through college.” 
Among 
several 
pilot 
programs 
or 
vocational 
school 
firsts 
implemented 
in 
Sikeston is a pre vocational course offered to 
sophomore 
studenta. 
Deaigned 
as 
an 
introduction to vocational study, it allows 
them to spend three weeks in each area. This 
exposure serves a two-fold purpose • the 
studenta 
are 
evaluated 
for 
ability 
and 
aptitude and they, in turn, can make a more 
nearly valid judgment in selecting curriculum 
for their junior and senior years. 
Success of pre vo study, as it is called, and 
actual vocational offerings may be evaluated 
by the decrease in number of dropouts from 
nine per cent in 1959 and I960 to 5.7 per 
cent after the vocational program started. 
Statistics on both high school and adult 
studenta show a high rate of job placement, 
but

under

supervision of Mrs. Clare Eisenbach, has the 
distinction o f putting as much as 100 per 
cent o f a graduating class in the labor force. 
Mrs. Eisenbach, a human dynam o, full of 
facta, statistics, new ideas and enthusiasm, 
said o f the health service curriculum , “ Just 
like Topsy, it grew! It was one of the first in 
the vocational school. 
It started because 
hospitals were crying for qualified personnel 
- in every area of health service.” 
Since the first 12 pratical nurses graduated

Figures over a four year period - 1966 
through 1970 * com piled by R o y Brown, 
high school placement officer, indicate that

Additional facts and statistics about the 
vocational school show that 86 per cent of

vocational areas; the high school training 
facility is in use from 7:30 a. m. until 10:30 
p. m., five days per w eek; in 1970, about 46 
per cent of the total junior and senior high 
school students were enrolled in vocational 
training;

a staff o f more than 70 
instructors 
and 
administrators, 
the 
1971 
budget reveals $250,000 allocated for high 
school instructor salaries, about $50,000 for 
equipment 
and 
supplies,

$630,000

living 
allowances for those adults being retrained 
in a skill. 
Bill Sikes, director of the M D T A program, 
said, “ What most people fail to realize is that 
the m oney paid out in living allowances 
filters directly out into the com m unity ~ 
builds the econom y.”

Drake, director of program 
operations for the vocational division of the 
state departm ent o f education, com m ented: 
“ The Sikeston unit has long been one of 
the better operating vocational schools. We

“ The story of career education always 
needs to be told and retold - how vital the 
occupational education phase is to a school 
program. 
“ The attitude that vocational education is 
for somebody else’s kid and that dignity and 
worth can only be attained by four years in 
college needs to be erased. I t ’s a national 
attitude and one that should be overcom e.”
